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The Woman's Place

The problem of intelligent education 


for women that is not a copying of men's 
courses or a limitation to housewifery ton- 
tines is of increasing concern to educators. 
Hie trouble it there is no single, clear-cut 
answer. The woman's role in modern 
America is too complex, too involved and 
too important for a single solution or prepa- 
ration. 


One school of thought emphasizes that 


every woman need not scrub floors or knit 
little garments to prove she is a woman as 
well as a person. Marion K. Sanders, a 
Wellesley graduate and a grandmother, ex- 
pounded this theory at length in a recent 
Harper's Tnagarm», Another point of view 
is that it is a waste for most women to 
have a college education in anything except 
home economic fields since the money and 
time go down the drain with every load of 
dishes after marriage. Both points of view 
are extreme and neglect to take into ac- 
count the American tradition of the indi- 
vidual in society, the Judeo-Christian back- 
ground of the importance of the family, 
and the nebulous business of family rela- 
tionships in which the wife, while not the 
official head, nevertheless is the principle 
cementing factor. 


Mrs. Sanders gets miles afield by sug- 


gesting a national draft of young women 
on the grounds that "wayward and 
ignorant children, needless s u f f e r i n g 
and widespread frustration are no less 
ominous threats to our society than military 
peril . . . What do young women do in re- 
turn for citizenship?" She lauds the Israeli 
communal villages in which the women 
have outside jobs and the children are tak- 
en care of an day in schools and nurseries. 


But these ideas smack of statism which 


is as dangerous as the evils which we 
acknowledge exist in this country. The 
mother who is "freed of all domestic 
drudgery" is not automatically any better a 
mother than one who has been sweeping 
the youngsters out from under her feet all 
day. And children who "are spared many of 
the tensions of daily family life" can find 
just as many fears and terrors in organiza- 
tional activity and a lot less compassion. 


College heads who are alarmed because 


so many coeds admittedly are there in 
search of a husband should not take up 
Mrs. Sander's advice that they "would be 
justified in turning down applicants who 
voice no ambition beyond enlightened wife 
and motherhood." The most serious need 
today is for exactly that type of wife and 
mother rather than the growing casual 
attitude toward standards in home life. 
The process called "homemaking" is in- 
creasingly becoming a matter of getting the 
youngsters into the right nursery schools, 
stocking the freezer with TV dinners and 
having something exciting and interesting 


to stir the weary husband. These matters 
may be important, but so also a the moral 
training of the children which is being in- 
creasingly sloughed off onto schools, 
camps, youth groups and neighborhood 
mores which shouldn't be confused with 
morals. 


Sociologists insist that our society has 


outgrown the inner directed pressures of 
family approbation. Mrs. Sanders would 
seem to agree with this in her emphasis 
upon the brave new world where parents 
romp with their children in the evenings 
and tell them stories, and "domestic wor- 
ries" are eliminated. But what now. of the 
child who prefers to be alone and who 
doesn't enthuse about group activities? 
And who sets those standards for living to 
which everyone conforms so happily with- 
out tension? 


Author Phyllis McGinley insists that 


marriage and a career cannot be combined 
and in the strict sense with which she ap- 
proaches the problem she probably is right. 
A true career and a real marriage in them- 
selves are all fulfilling and complete. But 
there are immense opportunities for wom- 
en today, given hours of leisure by dish- 
washers and laundromats, to use talents 
and abilities that are peculiarly theirs. As 
Mrs. 
Sanders points out, the particular 


needs are in hospitals, schools and social 
work positions. Women with dedication 
need not limit themselves to an hour a 
week. 


The first problem of women's education 


is to educate today's girls as to their respon- 
sibilities — to the men they hope to marry, 
the children they hope to have, the com- 
munities in which they live, their churches 
and their country. There has been much 
written lately about the frenetic suburban 
housewife, swarming off in all directions. 
Next to the responsibility, then, women 
need to emphasize their particular talent or 
ability which probably can be used for com- 
munity service on the one hand or earning 
a living if that becomes necessary. " 


There are too many women going to 


college or taking stopgap jobs until a man 
comes along with a wedding ring. But a 
draft is not the answer, nor is rich, pro- 
found purpose as a requirement for col- 
lege a solution. Just like men, women must 
learn what they as individuals can do along 
with the responsibility they have inherited 
simply because they are women. 


Efforts should continue to be made to 


motivate capable women into fields where 
their talents can be of great use. But down- 
grading the role "of the housewife is not 
the answer. People, men and women, have 
to learn to develop their abilities and ful- 
fil their ambitions within the limita- 
tions that each has simply by being man or 
woman. 


A New Menace on the Highways 


Innocent persons as well as the truck 


driver are in danger when amthetamine 
drugs are used by overtired drivers who 
want to stay awake for just another hun- 
dred miles or so. 


George P. Larrick, the federal food and 


drug commissioner, has reported that his 
agency is making a special effort to curb 
the illegal sales of stimulant-drugs to truck 
drivers and motorists. Larrick said all ex- 
perts agree the use of the drugs for such 
purposes can cause people to think they¥ 
see things that do not exist. Furthermore, 
they may fail to see such things as oncom- 
ing vehicles- 


What could be a greater danger on the 


highway than a truck driver who fails to 
see a vehicle in front of him or who 
imagines he sees one on his side of the 
road while actually there is one which he 
doesn't see on the other side? In recent 
months there have been a great many acci- 
dents which are wholly unexplainafale if it 
is assumed that the drivers are in normal 
condition. But it would be easy enough to 


explain them if one of the drivers is as- 
sumed to have been under the influence 
of a drug. 


It may be of interest to some druggists 


and to operators of truck stops and others 
to lyiow that since last fall the federal 
government has completed 85 criminal 
prosecutions and has 31 more pending, all 
growing out of the illegal distribution of 
such drugs. Forty-six of the completed 
cases and 12 of those still pending were 
brought against individuals and establish- 
ments not authorized to dispense dangerous 
drugs but catering to truck drivers. It in- 
cluded operators of truck stops, grocery 
stores and others. 


Most of the other cases were against re- 


tail drug stores for selling drugs either 
without a prescription or without authoriza- 
tion from the physician for refilling the 
prescription. The highways certainly are 
dangerous enough without drivers who are 
awake but cannot see. The best thing for a 
truck driver to do when he is tired is to 
pull off to the side of the road and take a 
nao. 


Renfs Still Frozen in France 


Rents have been frozen in France since 


World war L As a result, real estate owners 
have been unable to get enough revenue 
from their buildings to pay taxes and re- 
pairs. Thus buildings are gradually wearing 
out. Tenants with apartments much too 
large for their needs, under an old lease, 
continue to enjoy the large space and 
apartments for rent are extremely difficult 
to find. Young people attempting to set up 
a new home are forced to live in new build- 
ings where rents are not controlled and 
therefore are expensive or. to buy an apart- 
ment at a prohibitive price. 


Jacques Rueff and Louis Armand. two 


of France's leading economists have just 
completed a 200 page report at the request 
of President De Gaulie and his finance min- 
ister, Wilfred Baumgartner. While then- 
report is online liberal side they neverthe- 
less have indicated that rents in France 
must be freed immediately so that real 
estate owners can derive a decent income 
from their investments. This is essential. 
they say, if the French economy is to get 
back on its feet Nevertheless, their gener- 
al conclusion is that the government should 
intervene as often as needed to insure 
a smooth-working French liberal economy. 


The controlled rent of France has 


proved to be a total failure. It likewise has 
proved * failure elsewhere, as in the United 
States. That is why these liberal economists 


are advocating that the 40-year freeze on 
rents be abandoned in the hope that land 
owners will find their real estate invest- 
ments profitable and therefore will start 
reinvesting in other properties. Private con- 
struction in France is dead today but the 
economists say it would flourish again if 
encouraged by rents free of control. Fur- 
thermore, they say that if the controls were 
lifted, government subsidized apartments 
which now are operated at comparatively 
moderate prices would not be necessary. 


It may be recalled that America's price 


fixing program during World war II also 
was a difficult thing to get rid of. However, 
when Mr. Eisenhower became president 
one after another of the controls was lifted. 
Every time he made such a move there was 
an outcry from the liberals and also from 
the people who thought they were benefit- 
ing from the controls. All sorts of dire re- 
sults were prophesied. Again and again, as 
the controls were lifted, conditions in that 
area improved. Finally America was re- 
lieved of all controls excepting rent con- 
trols in some of the larger cities. Mr. Eis- 
enhower's courage in lifting these controls 
was a great service to the people of the 
United States. Very easily a man with less 
courage might have faltered and rent con- 
trols, and indeed many other price con- 
trols, might have lingered on to great detri- 
ment of the people and the economy of the 
country.
